PAUL B. FOX 
TELLS CLUB DF 
BANK HISTORY 


“Banking has come a long way 
ainee the first recorded bank in 
3*<0 B C .” Paul B 
Fox. vice 
president of the First National 
Bank of Gettysburg, told Rotar- 
ians at their meeting Monday eve­ 
ning at the YWCA. 
"The first bank of which we 
know existed in Egypt in 3900 
B.C. This bank, of all things, was 
a cattle ranch, for cattle were 
lifted as a medium of exchange 
People deposited their cattle at 
lh» ranch and received receipts 
for them. Tho>e receipts were 
used in commerce and probably 
were the first paper money ever 
ased. 
“ About 1,000 BC. the Shansi 
bauk system was formed in China 
by merchants who shipped com­ 
modities such as iron and salt 
and found the need to become 
money changers to carry' on their 
business. Eventually the bank­ 
ing needs expanded so much that 
they dropped their merchant ac­ 
tivities about 7 A D. and remained 
ae bankers only, continuing as 
bankers until the revolution in 
China in 1911. 
“Smash Th* B*nch” 
“In the ancient city of Babylon 
in the 6th Century before Christ 
the Lgibi bank received deposits 
on which it paid interest, acted 
aft buying agent for clients and 
loaned money on crops, both on 
signatures of the lenders and on 
objects left on collateral. It kept 
its money in earthenware jars. 
"As early as 340 B C. there were 
banks in Greece and Rome and 
in 163 B.C. checks were used. 
We know of their use from men­ 
tion of money deposited and with­ 
drawn by check in an ancient 
Roman comedy. 
"The first bankers were the

away from electric wires and TV 
antennas and that a dry cotton 
string always he used. He also 
warned against climbing electric 
line poles and substation fences, 
as

facilities, in attempts to recover 
a kite gone astray. These same 
precautions 
should 
also 
be 
observed in flying model airplanes 
or shooting "missiles.” 
"Pick 
your 
kite-flying 
spot* 
carefully Select an open field that 
is fairly level, has a minimum of 
obstacle#; and is away from street* 
and roads. Never run across a 
road while flying a kite. 
"To avoid 
endangering your 
life, never fly a kite with metal 
in the frame, or with tinsel string, 
wire or any twine that has metal 
in it. If cords like these come in 
contact with electric lines, you 
may lose your life. Even with 
cotton string, never fly a kite in 
the rain. 
"Never go near fallen electric 
wires or climb electric poles, 
towers or substation fences. If 
your kite gets caught in electric 
wires or on a pole, let it alone. 
It is (letter to lose a kite than 
your life.” 
The electric company spokesman 
added: "Kite flying is just about 
as much fun today as it ever 
was and. remembering their own

parents

The sky remained under a dark 
veil, and some said that it must 
be an eclipse of the sun. although 
the more learned knew that this 
could not be. because the sun 
was now in the western side of 
the sky and the moon would rise 
in the east after sundown. 
Better than anyone. Jesus knew 
the imminence of death. He Who 
could have willed Himself to die 
at any time showed the com­ 
pleteness of His love for mankind 
by suffering “in extremis.” 
Fam ily Is Nearby 
From the cross Jesus looked at 
the little party of loved ones who 
stood wily twenty-five feet away. 
Young John’s arm was around 
the Mother of Jesus in protection. 
On the other side (rf Mary was 
the “sister” of the Blessed Mother. 
Thera too was Mary Magdalene, 
whom Jesus had once delivered 
of seven devils, and she stood 
beside the faithful Salome. 
The Messiah nodded from His 
cross to John. The Apostle saw 
the 
sign through 
tear-dimmed 
eyes, and did not know whether 
to go forward alone, or to bring 
the mother of the Messiah with 
him. After a whispered conversa­ 
tion with the women, he decided 
to 
step 
forward 
with 
Mary. 
The soldiers saw £hem approach 
and two got to their feet with 
spears, but the centurion ordered 


them not to seek trouble. They sat 
on the warm rock and watched. 
Mary' and John walked up on 
the rock slowly until they stood 
almost in front of Jesus. They 
stood only a foot below His eyes, 
and what they saw caused Mary

Jesus Had A M essage 
Jesus did not want to excite 
their pity. He had a message for 
both of them. His foster father 
had been dead for a long time, 
and now that He was dying there 
would be no one to watch over 
Mary and to take care of her in 
her declining years. Their many 
kin would not see Mary in want, 
but Jesus did not wish His mother 
to be shunted from relative to 
relative, no matter how kindly 
disposed they might be.

the prophet. 
"This man is calling for Elias,” 
one said in wonderment Another 
said; "Let us see whether Elias 
is coming to help Him." 
But Jesus had not called the 
prophet. 
He 
had

His 
Father. And. in His agony, which 
had not reached the point where 
the human nervous system will 
refuse to accept more and short- 
circuits itself into unconscious­ 
ness, Jesus prayed these words of 
the psalm. 
Full 
consciousness 
returned, 
and He looked around Him. The 
world before Him was clear. He 
saw the anguish of His friends 
He saw the triumph of the priests, 
who reasoned that He could not 
be the Son of God if. in His pain, 
He was calling for help from one 
who was only a prophet. 
“ I Thirst" 
“ I thirst!" Jesus said.

(AP) - Two 16- 
year-old girls who broke out of 
Nebraska industrial 
school and 
forced a farmer to drive them on 
their flight will be charged with 
kidnaping. 
Peggy Ann Moore of Omaha and 
Janet Speed of Lexington, Neb., 
are being held here for a federal 
officer to return them to Nebras­ 
ka.

SPEED AXD OTHER TRAF­ 
FIC PROBLEMS — Many motor­ 
ists feel there should be some 
uniform speed limit throughout 
the United States, as well as traf­ 
fic laws that would be the same 
for each state.
